—Marie Verdin, a girl- eighteen years of 
age, is attracting the attention of the medical 
faculty of Paris. She is afflicted with a straugc 
infirmity known as nyctalopc, that is, losing 
the faculty of sight when tho sun is above the 
horizon and regaining It in the night time. 
During the day Mile. Verdin is obliged to keep 
her eyes closed and to wear a thick veil. 
But 
in utter darkness she'can seo so as 10 read 
and write with perfect ease. 
—One of the greatest triumphs of Good­ 
rich, the notorious Chicago lawyer who pro­ 
cures divorces “ without publicity” has just 
coma to light. 
A decroe was granted to An­ 
na Kline against her husband, Joseph, in May, 
1873, but she has been living with Joseph ev­ 
er since, until last Tuesday, when she discov­ 
ered that a forged application had been made, 
purporting to come from her, and put through 
by Goodrich. 
Her husband had got posses­ 
sion of her property and procured the divorce 
so that he might leave her to her own resour­ 
ces at his convenience. 
The decree ha^ been 
reversed. 
—Gen. Custer reports that in three months, 
while on the Yellowstone expedition, he killed 
with a single rifle forty-one antelopes, four 
buflaloes, four elks, four bucktail dccr, three 
American deer, and two white wolves, besides 
geese, prairie chickens and other feathered 
game in large numbers. H eulsosaj3 that the 
average distance at which tho forty-oue anto- 
lopes were brought, down exceeded two hun­ 
dred and fifty yards by actual measurement, 
and that lie rarely obtained a shot at an ante­ 
lope under one hundred and fifty yards, while 
the range extended from that distance up to 
six hundred and thirty yards. 
—The peoplo in the western part of Vir­ 
ginia City, Nevada, were startled, one night 
about a fortnight ago, by a column sixty feet 
high shooting up from the old Opbir gold 
mine. 
The timbers of the mine were thought 
to be on lire at first, but there was no smell 
of smoke, and the^liglit had a peculiar white­ 
ness, and shot out iu strange coruscations !ik« 
the Northern lights. 
The phenomenon at­ 
tracted quite a crowd of miners and scared 
them, for tho light gave their faces a ghostly, 
unearthly look. The appearance lasted uearly 
half an hour, and after this projections from 
the sides of the mine were aglow for some 
minutes. 
A warm current of air rose from 
the bottom of the shaft, together with a musty, 
sickening smell. 
The phenomenon was prob­ 
ably caused by the upward rush of some highly 
phosphorated gas from one of the underground 
chambers of the abandoned part of the works. 
—The tirst vessel of the future Russian Black 
Sea fleet—Hie monitor Novgorod—resembles 
a huge, circular kettle of more than three 
hundred L et in diameter, and only rises a 
foot and a half out of the water. In the midst 
of it i-i a turret a fathom high aud seven 
fathoms iu diameter, with two eleven-inch 
steel guns fitted to a moveable platform. The 
Novgorod is set in motion by six screws, and 
in the trial trip it moved at the rate of six aud 
a half knoi3 an hour. 
The total cost of the 
construction of this new sea-monster and of 
its conveyance from St. Petersburg, where it 
was built, to NikolajefI is 5,500,000 roubles. 
Since the naval review held by the Emperor of 
Russia last August, at' which eighteen lron- 
clads,including six frigates, three turret-ships, 
and seven monitors and thirty other ships 
were present, an ironclad corvette, the Gener­ 
al Admiral, has been launched ut St. Peters­ 
burg. 
—The beautiful regularity with which the 
so-called “ miners’ strikes” occur each winter 
is something worthy of coutemplation. 
It 
shows that the coal trade lias been reduced to 
a fine thing; that there is u perfect under­ 
standing between operators and miners, aud 
that the main object of both is to obtain the 
largest possible profits with the least possible 
labor, regardless of the suflering which their 
operations may bring upon the poorer classes, 
li the operators of the mines can m akeas great 
profits by the sale of seventy-live per [cent, 
of the amount actually needed by all classes, 
as they could by the sale of the full amount 
needed, they will certainly do it. 
It saves 
transportation on the other twenty-five per 
cent, and, with regard to the humanity of this 
mode of doing business, it has been very 
truly said that, as a rule, “ corporations hare 
no souls.” 


H o w a ( lu a k e r f K ! ) S to p p e d I l o r r o w i u g . 
An exchange says the subject of borrow­ 
ing and lending came up in tho course of a 
conversation with one of its subscribers, the 
other day, when lie suddenly recollected a 
funny occurrence of that character that bad 
happened in his neighborhood, 
lie said lie 
had a neighbor whose family were great bor­ 
rowers, but seldom, if ever, returning the 
exact amount borrowed. An old Quaker lady, 
another neighbor, who had endured these in­ 
vasions for a long time patiently, hit upon a 
very philosophical mode of eventually putting 
a stop lo the nuisance. 
Keeping her own 
counsel, the next time her good man went to 
town he had a separate and express order to 
purchase a pound of the best tea, and also a 
new canister lo put it in. 
As he know she 
already had plenty of tea, aud also a canis­ 
ter, he was puzzled to determine what the old 
lady wanted of more tea and a new canister, 
but his questionings and reasonings elicited 
nothing more than a repetition of the or­ 
der. 
“ Jim, did I not tell tlico to get me a pound 
of the best tea and a new canister ? 
Now go 
along, and do as I bid thee.” 
And go along lie did, and when he came 
home at night, the tea and new canister were 
his companions. 
The old lady took them 
from him with an amused expression ou her 
usually placid features, and depositing the tea 
in the canister, set it on the shelf for special 
use. 
It had not long to wait, for the borrow­ 
ing neighbor had frequent use for the aro­ 
matic herb. 
The good old lady loaned gener­ 
ously, emptying back in tho canister any re­ 
mittance of borrowed to s which the neigh­ 
bor’s conscience inclined her to make. 
Time 
went on, and after something less than the 
one hundredth time of borrowing, the neigh­ 
bor again appeared for “ just another drawing 
of tea,’’ when the oft-visited tea canister was 
brought out, and found to be empty, and the 
good oid lady and obliging neighbor was just 
one pound of tea poorer than when she bo’t 
the new canister, which now only remained to 
tell the story.

Here is instruction not only for the Jew, but 
a'so for the Gentile.

lie is now 
almost utterly forgotteu, even in Hungary; lie 
has grown very old, anil he is now so poor 
that he will gladly give you a lesson for a sin­ 
gle franc. 
This would seem very humiliating 
for him, and yet he is proud of Ins poverty. 
He says: 
“Three years ago my friends at home in 
Hungary ottered me a present of fifty thous­ 
and ilorius. 
I rejected the otter, and never 
have regretted it, even when I was hungry, 
and bad no money to pay for a fire.” 
1 bad occasion, the other day, to call upon 
him. 
I was no stranger to Kossuth. 
Twenty 
years ago he had given me, in London, a great 
deal of valuable information for my book, 
“ Hungary in 1819.” 
I found him in a very 
small room, in the fourth story of a dingy old 
building. 
He sat alone in an easy chair, por­ 
ing over an old volume. 
When I entered lie 
did not recognize me. 
I recognized him and 
was shocked. 
What a change those twenty 
years had produced in his once handsome and 
interesting face! 
Ilis hair was entirely white, 
his cheek wan and hollow, and his eye3 utter­ 
ly dimmed, bis form, once proud and erect, 
was uow painfully bent. 
He almost groaned 
as he raised himself to bid me welcome. 
He was deeply moved when I informed him 
who I was. 
His face brightened as he warm­ 
ly clasped my hand. 
“ Oh, ye3, oh, yes,” he said in German, “ I 
know you know. 
Everybody forgets me; no 
one calls upon me; no one cares any more for 
me 1 
Why should I remember those who once 
were my friends?” 
To this I objected. 
I asked how he could 
he forgotten when his friends in Hungary 
wanted him to return to his native country, 
and take again an active part in its aflairs. 
Kossuth smiled very bitterly. 
“Oh, yes,” he said, “ return to Hungary dis­ 
honored^ with au oath of allegiance to the 
Hapsburgs who murdered my friends and 
kinsmen, aud who set a price upon my head. 
I am neither a Deak nor an Andrassy.” 
I asked him how he got along. 
“ Well,” he said,sadly, “ were my poor child­ 
ren and my poor wife alive yet, I would be 
happy, even in my old age aud poverty. 
But 
they are ail dead, and 1 am very louesome! 
That is what rendered my exile here, where 
people are so kind to me, so distressing. 
It 
would be no better in Hungary. 
I have no 
kinsfolk anywhere but in the New World.” 
“ Why, then, not go to America again, 
where your name is still revered?” I ventured 
to say. 
“Oh,” he replied, “I have often been sorely 
tempted to go back to the United States, but 
there are two obstacles in the way. 
In the 
first place, it would cost uie more money than 
I have to spare; and next. la m almost sure 
that in my present enfeebled condition, I 
would be unable to brave the sea voyage.” 
All this was very melancholy, and I has­ 
tened lo change the subject of the conver­ 
sation. 
I showed him the proof sheets on the chap­ 
ter on Audrassy in my new work on Austria. 
He put on* his spectacles, and, holding the 
paper in lils trembling hand, read carefully 
what I had written. 
Meanwhile I had time to look around iu the 
room. 
Against the rear wall stood a narrow, 
plain bed. 
On the wall hung portraits of 
Mazzini, Bixio, Kisz, and, strangely enough, 
of Louis Napoleon. 
On the book shelf by my 
siilel noticed Victor Hugo’s “Annee Terrible,” 
Kinglake’s “ Crimea,” aud ten or twelve well 
worn grammars. 
On a table, close to the 
bed, lay a loaf of bread and a plate of dried 
meat. 
To my dismay I found that my glancing 
around the room had attracted Kossuth’s at­ 
tention. 
“ Yes,” he said, w ith a smile, “ you see for 
yourself now that I am very poor; and yet 
when I left Hungary in 1849, 1 was charged 
by all the mean organs of the Hapsburgs with 
having enriched myself at my country’s ex­ 
pense. 
Do you know what my whole income 
was last year? 
Within a fraction of eight 
hundred!” (Less than two hundred dollars.) 
I shook my head sorrowfully. 
lie told me 
what he thought about the chapter ou An­ 
drassy, gave me plenty of valuable and inte­ 
resting information on the subject, and then 
dismissed me, saying that it was time for one 
of his pupils to make his appearance.

They urge that the exemption of this 
property is in principle uniting church aud 
slate, as ii i? iu reality a contribution by lite 
stale to tho support of sectarian institutions. 
This idea seems to us far-fetched, and hard­ 
ly pertinent to the subject. 
The reasons lur 
non-taxation are not at all of a religious na­ 
ture, aud there does not appear lo be thelcubt 
reason for apprehending a union at all detri­ 
mental to the date or iu the least contributory 
to the exaltation of any sect. 
There are two very strong reasons why 
church property should not be taxed, both of 
them of a strictly secular nature. 
It is not 
the policy of our government to tax property 
unproductive of revenue to its possessors. To 
do this is to oat iuto the principal, which 
is 
a 
species 
of _ moral 
confiscation. 
Cbarch 
property is 
mainly 
made 
up 
from 
the 
contributions 
of 
individuals, 
who 
voluntarily 
put 
away 
so 
much 
of their means into property lo bo used not to 
make money but to do the general community 
good. 
The church neither lends it nor does 
it put ll to use that will produce more; but it 
isolates it from the common use. It is urged 
that non-taxation encourages the erection of 
costly edifices, which withdraw large sums.__ 
This may be so, but still the money which 
erects them is a voluntary gift. 
The churches have a very strong claim for 
the exemption they enjoy; ills entirely secu­ 
lar, and seems to us logical and legitimate.— 
Tho erection of each church is one moro safe­ 
guard of tho good order and peace of th* com­ 


munity. If every church in oar city were blotted 
out to-morrow, hi six months it is more than 
probable that half a dozen jails, oach much 
larger lhau our presont one, would have to be 
built, and they would bo fully occupied. 
The 
churches are the best police stations tho state 
has, better than prisous and penitentiaries, 
and vastly more economical. 
It costs ten 
times as much to reform a man and c,et him 
back to his old position whence once gone 
astray, irs It does to keep a man straight by 
the instilling of right principles. 
As a simple 
matter of taxation then the advantage 13 alto­ 
gether on tho side of the commonwealth, as 
to preserve the lives and property of the citi­ 
zens without churches would probably quad­ 
ruple the rate of taxation. 


H a rk I (rom th e Tom b*. 
It is a good sign when a degenerate people 
take to paying a renewed reverence to the 
memory of its illustrious dead. 
We have se­ 
rious doubt if our late aud awful war would 
ever Lave come upon us had we not forgotten 
to honor the memory of Washington.

like a common mortal, and that when he burst 
of! a suspeiidcr-button his remarks wore un­ 
suited to print. 
John Phoeuix drew a picture 
of Washington in which he had tho audacity 
to represent that dignified and self-isolated 
Virginian just in the act of laking a chew of 
tobacco—the picture being a standing profile 
and called “ A Side-elevation of the late G. 
Washington.” Our young readers will bald­ 
ly need being told that Phoenix is now dead. 
Is it any marvel that a people capable of 
laughing at such a picture and condoning the 
crime which the existence confesses, shouldst 
la?t lose the faculty of conscience, the power 
of self-restraint, aud give itself up to bo robbed 
aud to rob, and to go to the bad, body, soul 
and bones? Surely no marvel. 
We are lead 
lo make these solemn remarks by having ob­ 
served that the few genuine Jeffersonian Dem­ 
ocrats who linger in Congress are going to 
fix up the grave of Jcflerson.

ing vote. Tho people will not sanction thetak­ 
ing away from them of the election of import­ 
ant officers. 
The Governor, under the power 
given him by the amendment uimer conside­ 
ration, is clothed with so much power that be 
could perpetuate his rule. 
After considerable discussion, Hie vote was 
taken oil striking out tho article. The motion 
was lost. 
Mr. LORD moved a reconsideration, which 
was lost. 
Mr. ROBERTSON moved that the committee 
rise and report tho amendments to the S:nate 
and recommend their passage. 
Carried. 
Mr. LOWERY, from the Committee of the 
Whole, reported that Hie committee had had 
the amendment? to the Constitution under 
consideration,had made no amendments there­ 
to ami had directed him, as Chairman, to re­ 
port that fact to the Senate and recommend 
their passage.

whilst affording but a trifling revenue to the 
department, i* yet heavy enough to be severe­ 
ly felt by their proprietor* aud patrons and to 
obstruct the dissemination of local intelli­ 
gence. 
Good reasons may also bo given iu 
favor of free exchange between newspapers. 
THAT RESERVE. 
The question of the right of the Secretary of 
the Treasury to draw on the $44,000,000 re­ 
serve has been discussed by the Committee 
of Ways aud Means, who have agreed to pre­ 
sent Hie subject to the House and have it met­ 
tled there.

At last we have a Chief Justice, for there is 
no doubt there will be a prompt confirmation 
of Morrison R. Waite, who is the President’s 
third nominee. 
There is a readiucss to accept 
this last choice which springs in a great meas­ 
ure from the desire of Congress and people to 
get out of the quandary in which the unfortu 
nate selections of the President have placed 
them. 
Whde some will have to pause and inquire 
who Judge Waite is before deciding as to his 
fitness for the place, there is au abseuce of the 
positive reasons for the dismissal of his name 
that were furnished in such abundance by the 
other nominees. There is nothing in the least 
objectionable in Mr. Waite, unless his lack of 
prominence may be considered as a positive 
rather than a negative reason.

A correspondent

mentions Waite as astonishing by au exhibí 
tion of clearness of mind and solid ability on 
tirely unexpected. 
Judge Waite is also held 
in high honor in Ohio, where he is best known 
and has one peculiarity to which it is a dc 
cidcd pleasure to refer as a novelty union 
public men. 
Though be has run for office he 
has never sought it. 
Altogether the nomination Is much bette 
than the others, and one that does not in the 
-least disgrace the bench.

oil a suspender-button his rem arks were un- 
suited to print. 
John Plicenix drew a picture 
of Washington in which he had tho audacity 
to represent that dignified and self-isolated 
Virginian just in the act of taking a chew of 
tobacco—the picture being a stauding profllo 
and called “ A Side-elevation of the late G 
Washington.” Our young readers will hard­ 
ly need being told that Phoenix is now dead. 
Is it any marvel that a people capable of 
laughing at sucha picture and condoning the 
crime which the existence confesses, should at 
last lose the faculty of conscience, the power 
of self-restraint, and give itself up to bo robbed 
aud to rob, and to go to the bad, body, soul 
and bones? Surely no marvel. 
Wc are lead 
to make tbese solemn remarks by having ob 
served that the few genuine Jeffersonian Dem­ 
ocrats who linger in Congress are going to 
fix up the grave of Jeflerson.

THE CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENTS. 
In Committee of the Whole, Mr. LOWERY 
in the chair, the consideration of the Consti­ 
tutional Amendments was contiuued. 
Mr. ROBERTSON moved to strike out the 
words “ The Black River Canal” from section 
three, article six, explaining that their pres­ 
ence in the amendment was owing simply to a 
clerical error. 
The motion was adopted. 
Mr. JOHNSON moved to strike out article 
five as amended. 
This sec'.lon as amended 
radically changes the management of our 
canals and slate prisons. 
The Governor i3 
given the appointment of three members of 
the Canal Board, while the people are left to 
elect but two. 
The Comptroller is thrown out 
of tho Board altogether. 
A step is taken 
backward in the theory held by both political 
parties for many years, and the principio of 
centralization introduced. 
The Senator be­ 
lieved that the section, if submitted to lbq, 
people, would be defeated by au overwhelm­ 
ing vote. The people will not sanction thetak- 
ing away from tbein of the election of import­ 
ant officer*. 
The Governor, under the power 
given him by the amendment um.er conside­ 
ration, is clothed with so much power that he 
could perpetuate his rule. 
After considerable discussion, the vote was 
taken on striking out the article. The motion 
was lost. 
Mr. LORD moved a reconsideration, which 
was lost. 
Mr. ROBERTSON moved that the committee 
rise and report the amendments to the S.*nate 
and recommend their passage. 
Carried. 
Mr. LOWERY, from the Committee of the 
Whole, reported that the committee had had 
tho amendments to the Constitution under 
consideration,had made no amendments there­ 
to and had directed him, as Chairman, to re 
port that fact to the Senate and recommend 
their passage. 
ifr. GROSS called the attention of the 
Senute to the fact that the committee had 
corrected a clerical error, and that the report 
of tho Committee of the Wholo should state 
that fact. 
Mr. GANSON said*that there was no disa- 
reemcnt between the journal of the last Sen 
ate and the present journal. 
The clerical 
error was one which iu fact did not exist. 
Mr. WOOD said that tho error might have 
been corrected by the clerk without the inter­ 
position of the Senate. 
Mr. LORD thought that, if the rule an 
nounced by the Seuator from the 31st was 
correct ODe, the Clerk could correct the journal 
of each day’s proceedings without referrin 
tho matter to the Senate. 
Mr. JOHNSON moved to strike out article 
five H3 amended.

Very many of our cotemporaries arc oppo­ 
sing the present system of taxation, which 
doos not include church properly in assess­ 
ments. 
They urge that the exemption of this 
property is in principle uniting church and 
state, as it is in reality a contribution by the 
state to the support of sectarian institutions. 
This idea seems to us far-fctchcd, and hard­ 
ly pertinent to the subject. 
The reasons for 
aon-taxaiion are not at all of a religious na­ 
ture, and there does not appear to be the least 
reason for apprehending a union at all detri­ 
mental to the state or iu the least contributory 
to the exaltation of any sect. 
There arc two very strong reasons why 
church property should not be taxed, both of 
them of a strictly secular nature. 
It is not 
the policy of our government to tax property 
unproductive of revenue to its possessors. To 
do this is to oat into the principal, which

confiscation.

of their means into property to be used not to 
make money but to do the general community 
good. 
The church neither lends it nor does 
it put it to use that will produce more; but it 
isolates it from the eommou use. It is urged 
that non-taxation encourages tho erection of 
costly edifices, which withdraw large sums.— 
This may be so, but still the money which 
erects them is a voluntary gift. 
The churclies have a very Btrong claim for 
the exemption they enjoy; it is entirely secu­ 
lar, and seems to us logical and legitimate.—

Chronicle learned that most of the 
furnaces in the country are preparing to go 
into blast again, as buyers who have been 
holding off for higher prices are convinced 
that iron will sell no cheaper for the present, 
and are sending in their orders, thus creating 
a revival in the trade. 
The same anthority 
predicts that next winter the dullness in iron 
will equal that which we have just experienced, 
and says there will be more iron manufactur­ 
ed in the country this coming spring than 
there will be next fail. 
The American Iron 
and Steel Association have ascertained, by a 
thorough canvass of the coun’ry, that there 
are in the United States 864 blast furnaces in 
working condition, capable of an annual pro­ 
duction of 4,000,000 Ions of pig iron, a quan­ 
tity greater than the country can consumo at 
present, and these furnaces, encouraged by 
the present demand for iron, will go to work, 
so that before next fall the demand will be 
supplied, and another cessation will be occa­ 
sioned.

Tobias H. Blackwell, Inspector of Boilers, 
13th district, New York state, inspected and 
test nj (lie boiler in the basement of Tho Free- 
m in establishment by the hydraulic process 
on Tuesday afternoon. 
The boiler was con­ 
structed sumo fifteen months since at the 
works of McEnteo 4 Dillon in this city, and 
has been in constant use since, night and day, 
and Mr. Blackwell says “ Thoro Isn’t a start 
in a seam in it anywhere.” A certificate to 
carry seventy pounds of steam to the square 
incli was issued, “ and that,” said the Inspec­ 
tor, " is more than you’ll ever need; but tile 
boiler Is good for one hundred and seventy."

Owing lo the delay in receiving the notice 
of change of subject Mr. Douglass failed to 
briog the manuscript of hts “FMf-made Men," 
and substituted “Jo in Brown.” It was a wel­ 
come change, we think, as the lecture is his 
hest. It was a glowing tribute to the liberator 
of his rocj.ani given by one wha was brought 
into familiar relations with him. 
In portions 
of the lecture Douglass was very eloquent, es­ 
pecially when he told how John Brown died, 
not for himself, not for his own race, but for 
a despised and oppressed race. 
We have not 
apace to fully report the lecture, but some of 
the speaker’s personal reminiscences were 
very interesting. 
It is perhaps not generally 
known that lac plans which found their first 
Inception at Harper’s Ferry in 1839 were re­ 
vealed lo Douglass by Brown in 1817, o 
twelve years previous. . It was Brown’s planr 
to establish fortified camps of freedmen in 
the mountains, which they coaid boid against 
heavy odds. 
To these stations it was Ids 
plan to draw oil slaves from the neighboring 
estates, the strong ones to be kept there in a 
free community while the weak were sent from 
station to station through Pennsylvania and 
New York to Canada. 
Douglass claimed that 
Brown did not die in vain, but that;be was 
true to the idea lie had held for forty years, 
and the man noeded at lust that time, his raid 
aud death arousing the people aud precipita­ 
ting the war that exterminated slavery.

Men are here applying for position* win would 
never have thought of it hut for tho receut 
financial crash an I prostration of business 
interest*, and so great is the pressure upon 
the Speaker by Albany applicants that lie re­ 
sorted to Hic strategical subterfuge of leav­ 
ing tho question of appointees from Albany 
to a 
“ citizens’ committee’*—self-etas'Unled 
of course and all politician*; a sort of mutual 
admiration society. 
In this way the Speaker 
will rid himself of the responsibility. 
The se­

Fred. Douelans’ Lecture. 
Owing to the delay in receiving the notice 
of change of subject Mr. Douglass fulled to 
bring the manuscript of his “Self-made Mon," 
aud substituted “John Brown.” It was a wel­ 
come change, we thiuk, as the lecture is his 
be3t- It was a glowing tribute to the liberator 
of his rac3,aud given by one who was brought 
into familiar relations with him. In portions 
of the lecture Douglass was very eloquent, es­ 
pecially when he told how John Brown died, 
not for himself, not for bis own race, but Tor 
a despised and oppressed race. We have not 
space to fully report the lecture, but some of 
the speaker’s personal reminiscences were 
very interesting. It is perhaps not generally 
known that the plans which found their Cr3t 
Inception at Harper’s Ferry in 1859 were re­ 
vealed to Douglass by Brown in 1817, o 
twelve years previous. .It was Brown’s planr 
to establish fortiQcd camps of frecdmen in 
the mountains, which they could hold against 
heavy odds. 
To these stations it was his 
plan to draw oil slaves from the neighboring 
estates, the strong ones to be kept there in a 
free community while the weak were sent from 
station to station through Pennsylvania and 
New York to Canada. Douglass claimed that 
Brown did not die in vaio, but that [he was 
true to tbe Idea he had held for forty years, 
and the man noeded at just that time, his raid 
and death arousing the people and precipita­ 
ting the war that exterminated slavery. 
\Ye aro not informed as to the pecuniary re­ 
sult of tbe lecture, but judge that it netted a 
lair sata t« the church. 


Roller Tested. 
Tobias H. Blackwell, Inspector of Boilers, 
13t'a district, New York state, Inspected and 
test'd the boiler iu tbe basement of The Free- 
m in establishment by the hydraulic process 
on Tuesday afternoon. The boiler was con­ 
structed some fifteen months siuce at the 
works of McEntee & Dillon in this city, and 
has been iu constant use since, night and day, 
and Mr. Blackwell says “ There Isn’t a start 
in a scam in it anywhere.” A certificate to 
carry seventy pounds of steam to the square 
inch was issued, “ and that,” said the Inspec­ 
tor, “ is more thau you’ll ever need; but the 
boiler Is good for one hundred and seventy.” 
Whereupon our Treasurer and the Local 
waxed exceedingly jubilant, because the desk3 
of those two worthies are placed immediately 
over said boiler, being separated only by the 
floor. Now iu the summer time when the 
windows and doors stood invitingly open to 
woo the brecze3 (aud the dust), if any uuusual 
sound was heard Irom the cellar the two chaps 
referred to above immediately inaugurated a 
most enthusiastic foot race, either up or down 
Mill street, they were iudiflereat which, and 
usually didn’t know, until becoming short 
of wind they would pause, bareheaded and 
breathless, expecting to see the building tot- 
teriug to ruius, with all tho force, except 
themselves, being buried beneath the debris. 
Finding nothing had gone wroug, “ Cash” 
would inquire of Local, “ What d’you tear 
out in that way for? ” “ I thought I heasd a 
runawoy down Division street, au’ I was go­ 
ing to get an item. What d’you fly for?” 
“ I was going to sec you get that item."

T erm in er. 
J udge Charles R. Ingalls, Presiding. 
Tuesday morning the casejof Walter Butler 
vs. John Van Gaasbeck was continued during 
tho forenoon and given to tho jury, who re­ 
turned in a few minutes a verdict for defend­ 
ant. 
Tho next case taken up was No. 25, Ellen 
Caenelly vs. George W. MeClary. 
Tho at­ 
torneys are E. A C. Whittaker for plaintiff and 
P. Canline for defendant. The parties live at 
Glaseo, and the action is one of assault and 
battery. Mrs. Caenelly was going for a pail 
pf water on the evening of the 9Lh of Novem­ 
ber, 1871, when she saw the sky striped and 
streaked with red, as though there was a big 
fire some where. 
She immediately went in 
next door and told the neighbors, when it 
soems the matter of the fire was thoroughly 
ventilated. The fire was not a fire, however, 
but only the northern Iight3. Well, after this 
conversation had been finished, Mrs. C. went 
out doors and there found defendant, who 
was putting bimself in various pugilistic and 
necessarily paralytic attitudes, according to 
the fighting code of Glaseo, at the same time 
shouting, “ Here stands a fightiug mau.” She 
immediately walked up to tho gentleman, and 
in a soothing tone said, “ If you are such 
a fighting man you must leave this yard.”— 
MeClary then called her a bad uamv, and 
knocked her dowa with a slick of cord wood. 
He hit her agaiu.aud she called to her husband, 
“ Jimmy, I am getting killed.” Jitumy hur­ 
ried to the rescue, when MeClary took leg bail 
to his bouse. Soon after he appeared in the 
doorway with something iu his hand that 
glistened, and threatcued if Jimmy came that 
way to immolate him in a manner that would 
win the envy of even a South Sea Islander. 
Quite sensibly Jimmy didn’t go, but waited a 
while and then went for a lawyer, who went 
with a summons for McClarv. The defendant 
denies all this, and claims to lie the worst 
abused man iu all Christendom. 
He says 
he went after some water, when the woman 
came out of her bouse and pelted him with 
brickbats, and threw water over him. He then 
picked up a switch and hit her on tho hand 
with it. The woman renewed the throwing 
of brickbats, and defendant not wanting to 
fight any more rau home. 
No. 85, William B. Douglass vs. Patrick 
McGinnis. Complaint dismissed wit .out costs. 
No. 96, Patrick McGinnis vs. TFm. Douglass. 
Complaint dismissed without costs. 
No. 25). Phccbe MeClary vs. James Caenelly. 
The attorneys in this case are P. Cantine for 
plaiuliff, and E. & C. Whittaker for defendant. 
This is also a case of assault and battery, and 
ariso^from tbe same transaction described iu 
the .case of Caeuelly vs. 5IcCIary. 
In tho 
present case, Phoebe is the wife of George, and 
James is the husband of Ellen. Phoebe claims 
she was assaulted and beaten while getting 
water, by the defendant. Of course the de­ 
fendant denies all this, and like the defendant 
in the other suit is a greatly wronged individ­ 
ual. It seems to have been a general squab­ 
ble between the two families over a well that 
was in the habit cf drying up in the fall of the 
year, and each family was determined tho 
other should not use the we!!, water or no wa­ 
ter. 
In No. 25, Ellen Caenelly vs. George if”. 
MeClary, the jury gave their verdict for de­ 
fendant. 
No. 27, Mary Ann Von Beck ajst. George 
F. Von jscck and Irving Von Beck, was theu 
called and a jury empsnnelled. The attorneys 
in this case are A. J- Mellon for plaintiff, 
Charles R. Fowler of counsel for plaintiff. A. 
Schoonmaker, Jr., and F. L. Westbrook for 
defendants. A number of other lawyers are 
interested in these Von Beck case3, Lawton 
& Stebbins, Geo. C. Woolsey, VanEtten & 
Clearwater being attorneys in similar cases 
to the one above mentioned. 
This case 
however to be considered a sort of test case, 
the principal questions being involved in all 
the cases. Tne property lies mostly in and 
about Rondout and is now in the hands of 
different parties. In these cases the plaintifi 
Mary Ann Von Beck claims she is the widow 
of the late George F. Von Beck, was married 
to him in 1820, and remained bis w ife until 
his death December 19lh, 1870; that during 
the life »f the said George F. Von Beck he 
became seized with large amounts of property, 
and that the s lid Mary Ann has never convey­ 
ed her dower in the premises, nor done or 
8uflered anything whereby her dower therein 
is barred. She therefore demands judgment 
for one equal undivided third of the premises. 
The defendants on the other hand deny the 
marriage of G ‘Oi’ge F. Von Beck with Mary 
Am:, aaJ further claim that on the lllh day 
of November, 1837, he was lawfully married to 
Jaue Maria Doming of the village of Eddyville, 
aud lived with her uutil her death in the sum­ 
mer of 1870, and had children by such mar 
riage. Defendant also claims that George F. 
Von Beck was by birth a Ba varían and a res­ 
ident of Bavaria previous to Lhe years 1832; 
that during the year 1832 or 1833 he 
came to the city of New York and in 1S36 be 
came a resident of the village of Rondout.— 
After the departure of her husband, Mary Ann 
Von Beck lived and cohabited with auotW 
man by name John Goll, by whom she had 
child in 1837. On the 1st day of March, 1844, 
the Legislature of New York state, on tho pe­ 
tition of George F. Von Bock stating these 
facts, duly passed au act declaring the mar 
riago of George Francis Von Bqck and Jane 
Maria Doming to be valid, and the children 
bom by such marriage, Mary Josephine, Mau­ 
rice Wurts, aud Jane Maria, to be legitimate. 
This law was approved by the Governor of the 
elate. That Von Beck and Jaue Maria were 
living and cohabiting as man and wife iu this 
state and countrv, while 5Iary Ann was 
living and cohabiting with another man 
in Germany; that she was a citizen of Ger­ 
many aud not of the United States. It is 
claimed the legal eflect of the act of the Legis­ 
lature was to dissolve the marriage of Von 
Beck aud Mary Ann and make Jano Maria 
Deming his lawful wife. A"3 a final defence 
the defendants claim Mary Ann Von Beck is 
not a citizen of the United States and lienee is 
not entitled to the right of dówer under tho 
laws of tbe state of New York. 
After the jury had been drawn the court ad­ 
journed until Wednesday morniag at 9 A M.

A lbany, January 19, 1874. 
Editors Freeman :—Everybody-commenced 
wondering on Friday last why the Speaker 
did not annonnco ids appointments. 
The 
crowd of hungry expectants who tilled the 
cloak room, rotunda, lobby and gallery of the 
House reminded one of a pack of dogs ’round 
a butcher’s cart, waiting for something to 
drop. And when they came at last to realize 
the fact that they must bear all tbe excruciat­ 
ing agonies of suspense during a three days’ 
recess, some wero heard to utter imprecations, 
some denounce their luck, while others 
straightway commenced to re-applaGd “ that 
truly great and good man”—the Speaker. 
Men are here applying for positions who would 
never have thought of it but for tho recent 
financial crash and prostration of business 
interests, and so great is the pressure upon 
the Speaker by Albany applicants that he re­ 
sorted to the strategical subterfuge of leav­ 
ing the question of appointees from Albany 
to a “ citizens’ committee”—se!f-c5ns ituted 
of course and all politician*, a sort o? mutual 
admiration society. In this way the Speaker 
will rid himself of the responsibility. The se­ 
cret of tho delay in the matter of naming the 
appointees on Friday last probably was, that 
tho Speaker is awaiting the fate of a resolu­ 
tion which went in on Friday. This resolu­ 
tion calls for the r«-erectiou of au iron rail­ 
way in tbe rear of the Chamber, in order to 
keep people ofl the floor of tho IIou3e—to 
separate the lobby from tho members. I say 
re-erect because this railing was there a few 
years ago, and I cannot see why it was re­ 
move.). The resolution was referred to the 
Committee on Expenditures of tho Hous* and 
will be reported upon—favorably, 1 am, an­ 
ticipating—this evening or to-morrow. 
This 
railing will necessitate the appointment of 
three additional doorkeepers and if the Flouse 
shall approve of a favorable report from the 
committee it may change the list of the Speak­ 
er’s appointees slightly. At all events three 
more men, in that contingency, would secure 
places. 
I heartily approve of this railing, 
since it is a shame aud a disgrace that out­ 
side people and even lobbyists are permitted 
to run all over the House annoying members 
and vexaliously interfering with the reporto- 
rial profession. I suspect Phillips of Cortland 
will object to the railing, as be is the penny- 
wise and pound-foolish economist ol the 
House. He is tho man who can talk to save 
fifty or a hundred dollars and fails to notice 
the big steals, which go through on a jump, 
immediately under bis nasal protuberance. 
Phillips is a nice man, but seems to see small 
things. 
He may lack penetration, or else 
hasn’t time to see the larger jobs of a session. 
I think it is the Speaker’s intention (o ap­ 
point as many men to positions this winter as 
possible, consistent with a proper organization 
of the House and a ready and faithful execu­ 
tion of the many duties imposed upon various 
officers. I am iuclkied to approve of this 
notion, at this time especially, since employ­ 
ment should be giveu to men whenever per­ 
sons having it to dispense can fairly ailord to 
keep the wheels greased. I learn that the 
Clerk of the House, who baa not yet announced 
his appointments, will retain most of I1Í3 old 
force of last winter. E. E. Brown, a member 
of the House last year, will be Librarian, 
which doesn’t please the official who held 
that office last winter a bit. By tbe way, why 
didn't Mr. Brown, your ex-member, come up 
and ask for something? I saw him on a train 
a day or two siuce and he thinks I was wroug 
the other day when I told your readers that 1 
suspected his vote on the bond and mortgage 
question hurt his political prospects, lie’s 
inclined to credit “ usury” with that result, 
and I'm about prepared to let him have his 
own way. 
The House will probably get to work this 
week; but not very deep into business lor two 
or three weeks yet probably. Beebe won a 
magnificent and quite unexpected victory 011 
Friday. 
It is a well-known fact that the 
Clerk’s desk is to the left of the Speaker and 
on the north side of the house a d so situ­ 
ated that those members on the south 
side of tho chamber, which is called “ Sleepy 
Hollow,” iu which Beebe drew a seat, cannot 
hear a word the Clerk says. Last year, I 
think, Jacobs tried to secure the passage of a 
resolution locating the reading desk in the 
centre of the Clerk’s desk, but it failed after a 
sharp debate, by a few votes. Beebe made a 
short, forcible speech in favor of alike resolu­ 
tion 011 Friday, and Alvord moved as an 
amendment that “ it be left to the Speaker 
aud Clerk.” Hud this prevailed, I reckon they 
might have beaten Beebe; but the ayes and 
uoes were called, and “ Old Sait's" amend­ 
ment was lost by a vote of forty-five to forty- 
six, and then Beebe's resolution was declared 
adopted by a voto of ilfty-two to fifty-three. 
During the discussion over this resolution, a 
member from Warren county said he was de­ 
sirous of seeiug’his saviour, if lucre were one 
0:1 the floor of the House, aud this compliment 
to the Clerk was accepted as very good. 
Tedder lias raked up a contested election 
case iu New York city, one Messner liaviug 
entered a protest against allowing George 
Sherman (Rep.) to retain his seat. On the 
heels of this came two resolutions naming a 
clerk and a messenger for this, the Committee 
on Privileges and Elections, at five dollars per 
day. 
Mr. Fish has introduced a good bill, bearing 
on this matter. It provides that the expen­ 
ses of tho unsuccessful party shall bo borne by 
himself aud not out of the Slate Treasury, as 
has been the rule. 1 think, however, that 
whore the man who receives the certificate and 
takes his seat is thrown out iu a contest, his 
expenses should be paid, since he has the 
right to presume he is legally elected, and is 
forced to fight. 
1 am thinking something of giving your 
readers a brief resume of the impression which 
your members have made, giving an outline 
of their characters as they have appeared to 
me, a sort of birds-eye view of them. 
“ Abe” Meyers of Rondout wa3 here last 
week, and Major Scott has been here since 
August Jast, having secured a positiou 011 the 
new Capitol, Nobody seems to know what 
Brinckerhoff is to get and Mr. Abccl is so 
very still (?) that I had about conclude 1 lie 
was a muto.

V> dlnance In relation to the FIRE DEPART­ 
MENT of the City of Kingston. Adopted De-em­ 
ber twenty-third. 1873. 
The Common Council of the city of Kingston do 
ordain as follows: 
Section 1. The city of Kingston shall be divided 
Into two fire department districts—the 3U, 4th, 5th, 
6th and 7th Wards to comprise the Eastern Fire 
District, and the 1st, 2d, 8th and 9th Wards to com­ 
prise the Western Fire District. 
CHIEF ENGINEER AND ASSISTANTS. 
S ection 1. Each of said departments shall consist of 
a Chief Englueer, two Assistant Engineers, and as 
many engines.hose and hook and ladder companies 
asthecomruon Council shall from time to time es­ 
tablish. The number of men appointed to each 
steam engine and hand engine company shall not 
exceed fifty (50); to each hose company thirty (30); 
unless each hose company shall rim 1,000 feet of 
hose or more, or more than ose apparatus, or run u 
tender carrying both hose and coal for a steamer. 
“ ™ ” 
c a , e company shall be entitled to 
sixty (60) members; and to cacli hook and ladder 
Jf1 addition to the number of mem­ 
bers allotted to the several steam engine compa­ 
nies, each of said steamers shall be entitled to an 
engineer and fireman, to be appointed by the Com­ 
mon Council, on the recommendation ot the chief 
engineer, for sneh time and at such compensation 
as the Common Council shall pi escribe. 
5 2. An election shall be held on the fourth Tues­ 
day of March in each and every year between the 
hours of 2 and 8 o’clock in tho aiternoon, for the 
election of a chief engineer, two assistant engin­ 
eers, treasurer and secretary of each fire depart­ 
ment, who shall respectively hold their unices for 
one year and until their successors arc elected and 
confirmed. The city clerk shall give at least eight 
days previous notice of such election by publishing 
the same lu one or more of the newspapers printed 
in said city. At such election the chief engineer 
and foremen of the several companies shall preside 
aud act as Inspectors of election, and a majority of 
such inspectors shall constitute a quorum. Such 
inspectors shall make return to the Common Coun­ 
cil of said city at their flrst regular meeting there­ 
after. It shall be the duty of the foremen of the 
several companies annually, before the first day of 
March, to make a report in writing to the chief en­ 
gineers, wherein they shall set fortn a list of all the 
members of their respective companies, both ac­ 
tive and honorary, m good tanding. From this 
list the chief engineer shall make up a list to be 
used as a poll list lor said anunai election. A copy 
of such list shall, before the second Tuesday of 
March annually,be furnished by said chief engineers 
to the several companies umler their charge. Any 
person entitled to have his name on said list, but 
whose name may have been inadvertently or im­ 
properly omitted from the same, may have Ills 
name placed thereon by making application to the 
Common Council on or before tho twentieth day of 
March of such year. Snch list so prepared bv 
the chief engineers and corrected by the Common 
Council shall be the pollist for the annual elee. 
tion of officers of the fire dedartments aforesaid 
and uo person whose name does not appear on said 
list shall Permitted to vote at such election. In 
case any ono or more of tho officers chosen at such 
election shall for cause, fail to bo confirmed by 
the Common Council, It shall be the duty of said 
Common Council to order a new election, and at 
such new election the person or persons thus re­ 
jected shall be ineligible, and all votes given for 
such person shall be void aud not counted. 
S 3. It shall be the duty of tho foremen of the 
several engine, hose, hook and ladder compauics to 
make an annual report In writing to the chief en- 
ginecron or before the first dav of March, w herein 
they shall set forth a list of all the members of 
their respective companies, honorary and active, 
the number cf members added to the company du­ 
ring the preceding year, the number who have left 
the company by death, resignation or otherwise, 
the standing of the ac ive members on the books 
of the company in respect to the payment of dues 
and fines and the possession of a fireman’s dress, 
and an'abstract and condition of all the property oi 
the city entrusted to their care. Such report shall 
also specify the residence of all members; their oc­ 
cupation; the date of their membership ; the mode 
of tneir becoming members, whether by transter 
or Joining as new members; and how such mem­ 
bership terminated. No person shall be recogniz­ 
ed by the engineer as a fireman whose name does 
not appear on such record. 
§ 4. it shall be the duty of the Reveral engineers 
to wear a leather can, painted white with a gilded 
frontispiece, with the title of their respective offi­ 
ces thereon, and also to carry with them a speak- 
iDg trumpet, aud at night a lantern hi pronriatelv 
lettered 
J 
§ 5. The chief engineers shall, in ail cases of 
fire, have.the sole aud absolute control and com­ 
mand over all the engines aHd other persons con­ 
nected with the fire department. It shall be their 
duty to direct the other engineers to take proper 
measures to arrange the engines and other appar­ 
atus iu the most advantageous inanuer, and cause 
the same to be duly worked for the effectual extin­ 
guishment of fires ; and it shall be the further duty 
ot said engineer onco iu each and every vear and 
as often as the Mayor or Common Council shall di­ 
rect, to examine all the apparatus for the extin­ 
guishment of fires, and report the result of such ex­ 
amination. It shall also be the duty of said engin­ 
eers to call out the several companies under their 
command for inspection as often as required by the 
Common Council. 
i 6. In case of the absence of the chief engineers 
at fires or alarms of fire, the engineers next in rank 
who may bo present shall, during such absence, 
have and exercise all the power aud authority of 
the chief engineers, and shall perform the duties of 
their offices ; and when all the engineers are absent 
the mayor or alderman of the ward In which the fire 
may be raging, as ex officio engineers, shall perform 
all the duties. Tho officer in command of ihe com­ 
pany which first arrives ata fire, shall be the officer 
in command uutil one of the aforesaid officers be 
present. 
t 7. Wheucvcr a fire occurs in cither of the fire 
districts, for the control of which lu the opinion of 
the engineer In charge of that district it win require 
the assistance of the whole or any part of the fire 
department of the other district, lie shall at onco 
cause the chief or one of the assistant engineers of 
such adjoining district to be notified of the aid 
needed, and It shall be the duty ol the officer re­ 
ceiving such notice forthwith to sound an alarm in 
his district, aud send such ol the companies and 
apparatus as may be needed at the fire, the same 
to be designated by such officer, and it shall be the 
duty of such companies to proceed forthwith upcu 
receiving such order, and subject themselves at the 
tire to the lawful orders aud directions of the en­ 
gineers of the district iu which the tire occurs. 
5 8. It shall be the duty of the chief engineers to 
keep or cause to be kept iair and exact rolls of the 
respective companies, specifying the name, badge, 
number, occupation, residence, admission and dis­ 
charge of each member of thy department in books 
to be kept for such purpose. 

Tha chief engineers shall have power to 
immediately suspend any officer or member ot the 
fire department while they shall be on duty at fires 
or otherwise within their district, for disobedience 
of orders, incapacity, intoxication, disorderly con­ 
duct, insubordination or neglect oI duty; but in 
case he shall thus suspend any officer or member, 
he shall report the facts in writing to the Mayor

laws of the several companies shall prescribe, 
5 2.

It shall be the duty of the officers and mem­ 
bers of the several companies at au alarm of fire 
to repair to their respective houses and convey 
their apparatus to the place of conflagration in as 
speedy a manner as possible under the direction ol 
tne officer in charge. After arriving at or near the 
fire such officer shall report to the englueer pres­ 
ent, whose duty it shall be to assign said company 
a position, with such instruction» as he shall deem 
proper for the effectual extinguishment of such 
fire. 
MEMBERSHIP. 
Section l. The several fire companies shall re­ 
spectively nominate their own officers and members 
aud shall immediately upon such nomination re­ 
port the same to the chief engiuecrof their respec­ 
tive districts for approval; and in case such nom­ 
ination shall be confirmed by the Common Council, 
the Mayor shall issue to such officer or member a 
certificate cf appointment, under the corporate 
seal of the city, which certificate shall entitle such 
officer or member to all the immunities aud privi­ 
leges of a fireman, subject to these ordinances and 
the by-laws of the company of which he shall be a 
member. 
i 2. Every person admitted into the department 
shall also Immediately furnish himself with a fire­ 
man’» uniform iu conformity with that worn by the 
company to which he shall belong, and shall be and 
remain a member of the company named in his ap­ 
plication until he shall be transierred to another 
compauy, or discharged or expelled; and no mem­ 
ber shall be so transferred except by the consent 
of the compauy in which he is enrolled, and the 
Common Council. 
§ 3. No person under the age of eighteen years 
shall be granted a certificate of appointment In any 
of the companies of the department. 
4 4. Any officer or inemoer of the fire depart­ 
ment who shall remove from the city permanently, 
shall be reported to the chief engineer, and by him 
to the Common Council, when his name shall be 
stricken from the roll. 
4 5. Every member who has served for five years 
in the fire department, shall be entitled to a dis­ 
charge certihoate, under the corporate seal, signed 
by the Mayer, clerk of the Common Council and the 
chief engineer. 
4 6. Any member of the fire department or other 
person who shall Intentionally raise a false alarm 
of fire or set fire to any material for such purpose, 
or who shall wautouly or maliciously Injure any 
property belonging to or provided for the depart­ 
ment, shall be punished by a fine not exceeding 
$26, to be sued for and recovered by the city for its 
use.4 7. The chief engineers, with the eonsent of the 
Common Council, may grant permits in writing 
for any company to go oa excursions for such 
length of tim : as they may direct; and no compa­ 
ny shall go beyond the city limits in cases of fire, 
except by orders of the engineer iu charge. 
§ 8. The houses occupied by the several compa­ 
nies shall be for the us* of the members only ; and 
no cards, dice or other uevices used lor gambling, 
shall be brought into or suffered to remain in any 
building used by any compauy in tho department, 
nor shall spirituous liquors be used therein. The 
foreman and assistant foremen shall be held strict­ 
ly accountable for any violation of this section. 
4 9. The penalties mentioned herein may be 
sued for by the Common Council, and when receiv­ 
ed be paid to the city treasurer.

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A year ago the editor of Tlie Tribuue prom­ 
ised to make tbia journal during 1873 a much 
more valuable and complete newspaper than 
It had ever been before.
